Iip  iS 
1764  the  famous  bells  and  clock  were  ii^port'ed"^  ^ 
from  England,  and  the  organ  in  1768,  >pgrt  of  ^.n^J. 
which  is  incorporated  in  the  present  oitgan  in       '  ^' 
the  church.    The  bells  were  seized  by\Major,^^  , 
Traille,  as  a  perquisite  of  war,  and  shipped'  ' 
and  sold  in  England,  where  they  were  pur- 
chased by  a  former  Charleston  Merchant,  and- 
shipped  back  again.
